COPyiilGHT EXTENSION. 

Imperial Legislation in This Direction — 
Liability ol Company Promoters. 

London, Feb. 19.— Two bills which 
have been introduced in the House of 
Lords, and which will' undoubtedly be- 
come laws, have excited much interest. 
One of them proposes to make an author- 
ized translation an infringement of a 
copyright, and extends the copyright to 
lectures and sermons with the power to 
forbid newspaper representatives to 
print them. 

In addition, the bill provides that 
magflx/ine authors are the owners of the 
copyright of their articles after three 
years, and novelists are protected from 
dramatization. 

The other bill provides for the reform 
of company promoting, making direct- 
ors, promoters, etc., liable forlosa aris- 
ing from false statements, and also pro- 
viding a penalty of imprisonment for a 
term not exceeding two years. 

THE "MAINE" llOKUOH. 

Evidence That the First Shock Was Not 
from Without— The Second Explosion, 

Havana, Fob. 19.— Captain Sigsbee oi 
the Maine in his account of the disaster 
thus refers to the second exploaion: "I 
did not notice the rain of debris de- 
scribed by Lieut. Blandin and others 
who were on deck at the time of theurat 
exploaion. But I did observe the explo- 
sion of the fixed ammunition, and won- 
der that more were not huit thereby. 
Without going beyond the limits of what 
was proper in the harbor of a friendly 
power, I always maintain precautions 
against attack, and the quarter- watch 
A as ordered to have ammunition for the 
smaller guns ready to hand, so that, in 
the improbable event-of an attack on the 
ship, it would have been found ready. 
Il was this ammunition which exploded 
aa the heat reached it." 

Madiui), Feb. 19. — .A. despatch received 
to-day from Rear-Admiral Mantero, the 
Commander of Havana, says that proofs 
exista in the facta that no dead fish came 
to the surface after the exploaion that 
wrecked the Maine, and that when the 
disaster occurred there was not the 
slightest upheaval of Ihe water, that the 
exnlosion was not submarine. 

New Youk, Feb. 19. — Die World says: 
Lieut. J. J. Sobria, naval attache of the 
Spani.sh legation at Washington City, 
was in this city yesterday co-operating 
with the authorities in preparing for the 
safety of the 'Visoaya during her stay in 
this port. 

Lieutenant Sobria was asked for his 
oiiinion as to the explosion on the Maine.

Havana, Feb. 21.— The board of in- 
quiry into tho Maine disaster met on the 
lighthouse teniier Mangrove at 10 o'clock 
t^iis m jrning. Captain Sigabae, the 
commander of the Maine, was tho first 
witness called.

THE CHEAP TRAVELLING. 

C.P.R. Traffic manager Telia How It Has 
Come About— Canadian Line Boy- 
cotted. 

WiNNiPKQ, Feb. 19,— (Sppcial) — R. 
Kerr, tratii;; manager of CP. K. lines 
west of Lake Superior, being asked wliat 
induced his company to make sucli a 
surprising reduction in transeoTitiuental 
passenger rates, replied : " We con- 
cluded that the United States lines v.ere 
not living up to their agreement. They 
were cutting rates on every hand and 
placing their business in the hands of 
scalpers, and we concluded to give the 
people the share tliat the American 
lines were giving to scalping ticket 
brokers and cut tho rates in half. The 
net proceeds of a ticket under the old 
rate that was secured by the United 
States lines would amount to only .$30, 
so we concluded to give the difference to 
the Yukon gold seeker towards the pur- 
chase of his outfit. 

" The AniericEii lines do not livo tip 
to the interstate commor(;o law. Jn 
many respects tho law is a dead letter to 
the United States transcontinental lines. 
They see that the Canadian Pacific does 
not violate it, otherwise th#y would 
combine against us. The result ia there 
ia no line that lives up to the decalogue 
like we do." 

As a result of the rate war paaaenger 
fares from Winnipee to North Pacific 
coast points have been reduced from $B0 
first clais and if-lO second claSB to $26 
and $20 respectively. 

A special dispatch from New York 
states that tho New York steamsbip 
lines have decided to cancel all arrange- 
ments with the C. P. R. to accept either 
prepaid tickets or tickets held by them 
in Europe. Western lines have also 
notified the C. P. R. that its action has 
abrogated all immigrant contracta. This 
means that the lines in question now 
refuse to do businees with tlie C.P.R.

THE NICKEL INDUSTRY. 

An Export Duty Would Put Millions Into 
Enterprise in Canada, 

TouoNTO, Feb. 21.— (Special) —The 
Globe's Ottawa correspondent, in an 
article dealing with the growth of the 
mining interests of Britiish Columbia 
and of nickel production in Ontario, 
after referring to the agitation in vari- 
ous (juarters for an export duty, says: 

" The ministers are at present too 
much engaged in absorbing information 
regarding the probable effect of an ex- 
port duty on copper and nickel ore, or 
matte, to give out any. It would have 
required very little pressure from 
Ontario to secure the duty, and that 
pressure would doubtless be applied 
when the people cf Toronto, Hamilton 
and other centres in which a refinery 
might be located understood that the 
refiniog in Canada of nickel ore would 
mean work for a company capitalized at 
;f20,000,000 and would employ thousands 
of men. The nickel which was exported 
as matte last year, as only worth $498,- 
515, would if refined be worth almost 
$3,000,000.

It was early in the morning when 
these latter 8teamBliii>8 arrived and 
order that tlieir pasBengers might eecuru 
Canadian licenses both had to remain in 
port until noon and after, yesterday. Tho 
Queen carried 550 passengers, including 
108 infantrymen from Vancouver Bar- 
racks, under Captain Eastman. These 
are on their way to Skagway, to preserve 
law under the stara and stripes. 

About a acore of prospective miners 
joined the ship here, and it was inter- 
esting to note yesterday that while they, 
as also the Alki's crowd — over 200 peo- 
ple — were falling over one anoHier in 
their excitement to get their licenses 
first at the cuBtouia house, llioee em- 
barking hero had nothing to worry them 
in departing, having been long enough 
in town to acquaint themselves thor- 
oughly with everything required for the 
trip. Both steamers carried all the 
cargo they could handle, the Alki hav- 
ing 3.") doga and 13 horses. 

At U o'clock yestercjay morning the 
steamer Farallon, looking spick and 
span as a result of her recent overhaul- 
ing, came ia from the Sound and filled a 
berth some hours after the others had 
sailed. This ia the Farallon's first trip 
in over five weeks, and since she was 
last here a great improvement in her ac 
commodation has been efifected. Extra 
comforts for passengers have been pro 
vided for, and engines.and boilers have 
been placed in, and in all $20,000 has 
been spent ia making her more suitable 
or requirements of trade. She took away 
75 passengers, including Dr. Matthew- 
man and party and live or six others 
from Victoria. She also had -150 tons of 
freight, 113 horses and cattle, and 15 
dogs. The steamer ia scheduled to sail 
again on March Sand will make Victoria 
a port of call on all her trips. Among 
other (jrowds brought in by steamers 
from the Sound yesterday was that of 
the City of Kingston, arriving early in 
the morning. She had one liundred and 
fifteen passengers nearly all of whom 
are Americans and are hero to purchase 
outfits and to secure miners' licenses.

THE TEES IN A BLOW. 

A Storm Catches Her and' Carries Her Dan- 
eerouBiy Close to Shore. 

When trying to make Shushartie Bay 
from the t^ueeii Charlotte islands on Sat- 
urday last the steamer Tees bad a nar- 
row shave from being totally wrecked. 
She was on her return from Dyea and 
Skagway and Capt. QosBe, one of the 
most skillful of Northern navigators, was 
fortunately in command. After leaving 
Skadwell bay. Queen Charlotte island, 
the steamer ran into a fierce wind and a 
blinding snow storm. Being light and 
high out of water, tho southeaster pave 
the vesael more rosistance than she had 
l)0wer or wt iglit to contend against. In 
spite of her engines going at 
full speed, bIio was carried by 
the wind in towards ii rocky 
shore. Both anchors were lowered in 00 
fathoms of water, but the vessel never 
stoiiped until within a cablo length of 
some huge boulders on shore. Tlie sea 
was not very rough, or had it been there 
would have been a wreck. The steam- 
er'a propeller was kept in motion, 
and with the signal bell indicatini; 
half speed Bnd the two large anchors 
oat forwird the veSBel lay strain- 
ing heavily on the latter's chains 
for twelve hours. Every monlent of that 
time was one of extreme aaxiety, for the 
steamer was surrounded on every liana 
by dangers which she could not possihly 
have avoided in event of those chains 
snapping. Capt. Gos?o feared the worst 
would come, althorgh ho aaye the pas- 
sengers could have made shore safely.

CHILDEEN'S IDEAS. 



EXAMPLES OF THEIR CURIOUS VIEWS 
OF LIFE AND DEATH. 



IIow Yoangr Blinds Take Bold on Great Mys- 
torles— Some Afnld to Die, OtUers ■Wltli- 
out Snoh X'ear— Ibo Ufe Tliat ■Would 
I'leaaoand tho Death They ■Wonld Ohooso. 

Tho Rivista, Italiaua di Filosofla coii- 
tain.s ;in article by Dr. Marpilicro on 
children's ideas of life and death, de- 
scribing how ho questioned a number 
of young children ou these subjects at 
11 n elementary school at Eovigo and the 
answers ho received. We quote some of 
the most curious. In answering tho 
rpiestinn, "What is life?" the boys were 
much more bold than tho girhs. Many 
children, boys, defined life as "a spirit 
tlmt runs away as soon us wo die." A 
boy nf '.) years phili.suphieally observed, 
"liifo is a sea nf tr.iubles, which ono 
may cross well or with great unhuppi- 
ncss. " A boy of 10 said, "Life is a 
thing whieh is never oxtiiigui.sbed ;" 
anutlier, "Lifo is a good wurlc tn eaf 
Well;" anulher, "Life is an invisibli^ 
thing, which vanishes when if likes and 
never returns." A littlo girl of 10 .said, 
"Our life is a fluid." A small girl of 
jinor cnndition, aged 8, said, "Lifo is 
paradise." A very ge'iieral answer ^vas. 
"Lifo is beautiful," or the oppnsite, 
"Lifo is ugly," and most of the cliil- 
dii II who thnuglit life thu last were of 
well to do families. To the question, 
"What is death?" many replied nega- 
tively, especially the girls. Very few, 
and these nlily boys, iiuteil the ]ihennm- 
eiinn nf death, and niie gave as answer: 
"IJcalli is a pare spirit. Tim blund dries 
up ; ono neither moves nor feels. ' ' 

Another boy of 8 years gave an an- 
swer bordering on jiopular superstition, 
"Death is a thing that, when I die, 
pulls niy feet." Another boy of S had a 
tingoof medical knowledge and replied, 
" Death is Y.^lioii olio has more than I-^ 
degrees of fever. " Another .said, "Death 
is a thing that one never sees again, 
never again. ' ' To the cinestiou, ' ' Are you 
afr;iii! nf dying?" 21 children, all boys, 
gave no reph'; 11:2, of whom 7 wore girls, 
replied negativel3'; all the others — that 
is, a hirgo majority — .said, "Yes. " A 
little girl of 10 of well to do parents 
gave the answer, "I am not at all afraid 
of dying beeau.so I am tired of living." 
.\11 the orphans re]>lied in the following 
sen.se, "I am not afraid nf dyin;; because 
1 want to SCO my parents again." A lit- 
tle girl of ".) said, "1 am not afraid of 
dying because it is a thing sent by 
(4od. " A boy of 3 3 replied, "I am not 
afraid of dying because I am healthy 
and have no disease. " Another, "lam 
not afniid because I am strong and 
healthy."

PLENTY OF HARBORS, 

A correspondent draws attention to 
the fact that Senator Scott stated in 
parliament a short time ago that there 
is not an ocean harbor on the Canadian 
coast south of the Alaskan boundary. 
This is a very remarkable thing to be 
eaid by any one assuming to speak with 
autliority concerninR Pacific Coast 
aflaira. We are not prepared off-hand 
to say how many harbors there are on 
the coast, but we venture to name a few 
at random, namely: Alice Arm, Port 
Simpson, Fort Essington, Kitimat Arm 
and Bella Coola. There are others, and 
in those named we have not thought it 
\7orth while to come more than half the 
distance down the coast from the 
Alaskan boundary to Vancouver. It 
aeema a startling thing that such igno- 
rance should prevail in high quarters. 
We are unable to understand how any 
man who ought to be as closely in 
touch with the affairs of this 
country as Senator Scott could pOBsibly 
make so egregious a blunder. If he fol- 
lowed the discussion of the rival routes 
for the Canadian Pacific, he would have 
known better. liut even if he were so 
unfortunate as to be totally ignorant of 
the geography of the country, one would 
suppose that be would have taken the 
trouble to inform himself before making 
a speech on the subject. 

The people of Canada ought to know 
■'that there is no lack of the best of har- 
bors on the British Cohnnbia coast, and 
that, indeed, they are very much better 
than those further north. A glance at 
the map will show that the coast is 
deeply indented, and a moment's peru- 
sal of even an elementary work on the 
aubjeet will inform anyone that these 
indentationg are safe to navigation, 'tvith 
abundance of dee]) water. Weaek, with 
our correspuniJent, what the representa- 
tives of this province in the senate were 
thinking of when they allowed such a 
statement to pass uncontradicted. 



opinion with him. He said to the Col- 
onist a few days ago that he fully be- 
lieved there was an available route, but 
he added that he could not speak with 
certainty. He felt, however, that 
his opinion was much strengthened by 
the fact that a Massachusetts party 
which had gone in that way intending 
to go through to the Stikine had not re- 
turned. This seems to corroborate his 
opinion. It is a fact, however, that the 
Western Union surveyors found sorae 
exceedingly difficult country in about 
the same latitude as Alice Arm, and 
wore in point of fact obliged to give up 
their survey; but it is always possible 
in such a country that available routes 
may be overlooked by the first people, 
who explore it. 

On the other hand no doubt exists as 
to the possibility of penetrating the 
Coast Range from Kitimat Arm by an 
exceedingly level route. The existence 
of this way into the Interior lias been 
known ever since the Canadian Pacific 
surveys. Captain Clifford went over 
the proposed route last year and found 
it very favorable. While we differ 
wilh the World on this point, we 
tliink there is no difference between 
UB as to the necessity for constructing a 
railway from some point on the coafit 
bcluw the Alaskan boundary. We quote 
our contemporary's article on the subject 
in order that, upon a question of this 
magnitude and pressing interest, there 
may appear to be no rivalry between us 
other than in a desire to advance the 
beat interest of the Province and the 
Dominion: 

A passing reference, by no means 
coinmensurnte with its importance— but 
wliicb it was impossible for us to dwell 
upon owing to the late arrival of ttie 
steamer from Victoria and the necessity 
of publishing our special correspouiienl's 
report of the proceedings in the Legis- 
lature — was madn in our isHue of yester- 
day to the lion. J. II. Turner's telegram 
of Thursday last urging ttie Dominion 
government to immediately consider a 
ineasure looking to the speedy construc- 
tion of a railway from some northerly 
Uritish Columbia seaport to Tele- 
graph Creek. This additional strik- 
ing example of Premier Tornei'a 
acumen, of his loyalty to and abid- 
ing interest in the' welfare and rapid 
advancement of the Province, must 
appeal in the strongest manner possible 
to all true British Columbians. With 
the Victoria Colonist, we say, " the 
interests of British Columbia and Can- 
ada are at stake, and it is a matter of 
profound congratulation that the Pre- 
mier has thrown the weight of hia in- 
fluence in favor of prompt action on the 
lino indicateil." Than ourselves, none 
more heartily endorse the sentiment ex- 
pressed in the words above quoted, but 
we are inclined to take iasue with our 
esteemed contemporary in a suggestion 
contained in the editorial from which 
the above quotation is made. Sj)eaking 
of the Premier's telegram, and discussing 
the question generally, the Coi-csist 
suggests that the proposed line should 
have its coast terminus at Kitimat Arm, 
arguing that though the route would be 
much longer than if bnilt from Alice 
Arm it should be selected on account of 
the excellent country it would open up. 
In this contention we difi'er. If the 
feasibility of a line from Alice Arm, 
Observatory Inlet, is established— and 
there appears to be no doubt now as to 
that — it should start from there. While 
admitting our contemporary's conten- 
tion, tliat a road from Kitimat would 
open up a grand mineral country, one 
from Oliaervatory Inlet would run 
through an equally mineralized district, 
and would at least be 120 miles shorter, 
a natural advantage of immense import- 
ance, in view of the necessity for the 
early completion of an all-Canadian 
route to the Yukon. There is time 
enough for the opening of the country 
to the south and southeast of Telegraph 
Creek. What is needed ia an all-Cana- 
dian route to the north, and that as early 
as possible. It is only reasonable to be- 
lieve that through a very mnch similar 
country miles of railway can be bnilt 
and put in operation long before that of 
2()0 miles. Therefore the ahortest route 
— that from Alice Arm — should be se- 
lected, unless engineering difficulties 
make it impracticable, which, from in- 
formation before us, do not exist.

THE AU.-CANADIAif LINE. 

We are not surprised to learn by wire 
from Ottawa that Hon. Mr. Turner's 
telegram to S.r Wilfrid Laurier was 
heartily endorsed at the Capital. He 
lias undoubtedly taken the only correct 
position in connection with railway con- 
etruction to the Ynkon. The Stikine- 
Teslin road is very well as far as it goes, 
but more is wanted. The line must be 
extencied to the coast. We must be 
freed from the poaail)ility of interrujjtion 
by our neij;hliorQ. Wo observe that the 
Vancouver World thinks that Alice Arm 
is the best place for an ocean terminus 
for such a line, but do not think it ia 
correctly informed. Wo have made as 
careful investigation into the subject as 
id possible, and this does not load ua to 
entertain tlie viaw which commends 
itself to our mainland contemporary. 
Like the World, we desire to see the 
best route adopted. If a ronto to 
Observatory Inlet ia best, by all means 
let that bs chosen ; but if that to Kiti- 
mat ia preferable, we are sure that the 
World will bo ready with ita assistance 
in securing a railway to that point. 

As wu understand the matter, the en- 
gineer sent out by the provincial govern- 
ment last fall did not bring down a 
favorable report of the route via Alice 
Arm. He went into the interior for 
aome distance and was obliged to tprn 
back and his report does not give much 
oucouragemGnt to those who contem- 
plate an entrance into the country from 
tliat point.

THE ACCIDENT TO THE MAINE. 

A debate on the blowing up of the 
warship Maine was precipitated in the 
United States Senate on Friday by a 
resolution appropriating $200,000 to be 
expended in raising the remains of the 
vessel. Tliere were not many speeches, 
but the temper of those who spoke was 
such as to make it very plain that if 
theae is a shadow of ground on which to 
hold Spain responsible for the explosion, 
there will not be the slightest use on the 
part of anyone to attempt to curb the 
war feeling. In vain will men like ."Sen- 
ator llawluy, of Connecticut, insist that 
the country is not prepared for war. 
Tiiey will be swept aside in the rush of 
popular feeling as leaves are borne for- 
ward by a tempest. Indeed there will 
probably li3 very little efTort made to re- 
sist the '^■i\r feeling. The .•"Secretary of 
the Navy has ollicially announced that 
if the blowing up of the vessel ia found 
not to have been an accident, '• decisive 
steps will be taken in the premises." 
This can only mean one thing, namely, 
that war will ensue, for the demands 
that would in such a case be made upon 
Spain would be of such a nature that 
they could not be acceded to. 

A late Havana despatch aaya that all 
the evidence now points to a submarine 
mine as the cause of the explosion, and 
the statement is made that there were 
no explosives in the part of the ship 
whore the first flame was seen. This 
seenio a late date at which to make such 
ft discovery, but there seema to be some 
reason to believe that facts are known to 
ttie aulhoritiea which have not yet been 
made public. 

Meanwhile there is great activity in 
naval and military circles all over the 
United States. The troops at the

Within the last twenty-four hours 
three of the northern lleet the steamers 
Danube, Tees and ThLstle have returned 
from Skagway, Dyea and Wraniii; 
bringing in all twelve Dawsonians. The 
Tees was the last to make port, arriving 
early in the afternoon, while the others 
came in during the morning. The Tees 
was the last also to leave Skagway, 
having started on its return voyage last 
Tuesday niglit. Her passeniiers down 
were from Dawson: E. iM. Sullivan, J. 
K. Scobell, J. McLancI, K. T. Hartland, 
H. W. Hartland, 0. L. Thompson, 0. 
W. Blattner. From Skagway : 0. B. 
Beeson, W. Ramage, T, Kamage, J. T. 
Ramage, M. BegomBtad, J, T, Elliot, H. 
B. Kelley. Prom Wrangel: G. H. 
Biler, J. L. Alcock, ,J. J. Vanderskal, 
0. .J. Gowland, 0. A. Mead, J. K. Mc- 
Rae, and R. Breherbox. 

The Danube left Skagway several days 
before the Tees and spent two days at 
Jur.eau diacharging coal for the Tread- 
■ mines. A further delay of part of 
a day took place at Union while coaling. 
She brought down but live paeBengora 
and these were Messrs. -J. W. Beall, J. A. 
Do Hech, S. Paulson from Dawson, and 
W. 11. Laing, from Lake Bennot. On 
the Thistle only three passengers ar- 
rived, two beiuL'from Skagway and the 
third from Wrangel. Each of the three 
vessels report having experienced rough 
weather and of iiavine met a 
largo fleet of north bound 
craft, among them being the Islander 
and Joan from Victoria and Vancouver. 
The Thistle on her way down stopped at 
the Corona wreei, from whence she 
brings a mail. The steamer Maude was 
then anchored alongside the stranded 
ship, but no divers had as yet been sent 
down to work, the time thus far spent 
by tiie wrecking expedition having been 
utilized in arranging the ininipa on 
deck the Corona and getting everything 
ready for action. The Elder, Barbara 
Boscowitz and Mischief were passed on 
the way down and the latter two should 
arrive to-day. Capt. Butler says the 
Louise, which the Boscowitz convoyed 
North, is now running between Wrangel 
and the Stikine and is kept 
very busy. The day he was 
at Wrangel she had made 
four trips, and on each run carried a big 
crowd of passengers. While the Bos- 
cowitz was at Mary island there was 
some talk of her being held by the Am- 
erican custom officer.

THE AMUR ARRIVES. 

Latest Addition to the Victoria Fleet Arrives 
for. Northern Service. 

The Klondike Mining, Trading and 
Transport Corporation steamship Amur 
arrived on Sunday to enter the Northern 
freighting and passenger business. She 
was last; re])orted at Honolulu, which 
port she reached on February 5 en route 
from North Borneo after a terribly se- 
vere passage that lasted IG days. During 
the voyage she was thrown on her beam 
ends, her coal cargo shifted, two boats 
Wire crushed and the charthouse stove 
After leaving the Hawaiian capital 
more bad weather was encountered, the 
worst being experienced ten days out 
from Honolulu, or one from this port. 
After all this rough experience tbe 
steamer, to the casual observer, looks 
none the worse, and she is in fairly good 
condition. She will go around to the 
Esquimalfc marine ways to-day, and her 
managing owners expect to have her 
ready for tbo northern business inside of 
a week. 

For a vessel of only 1,000 tons of nil 
steel construction and of powerful 
machinery, the Amur is a remarkably 
roomy ship, and is a very valuable 
addition to the homo fleet. 
She is schooner rigged, flush 
decked fore an<l aft, and her lines are 
graceful, as well aa ensurinc steadiness. 
There are two large hatches, one for- 
ward and the other aft, and these lead 
into holds that a ton of freight would be 
almost lost in. A comfortable saloon, 
furnished after the fashion only seen in 
English built craft, is found in the 
steamer, and in every way the ship is 
admirably suited to her new llneof trade. 
Her average speed is between 11 and 12 
knots and this is given by triple expan- 
sion engines of 150 horse power. 

The Amur was built in Sunderland 
about eight years ago. Her most re- 
cent servi(!e has been in the Aus- 
tralian coasting trade. Prior to 
tliia she was in the coasting 
bueinees in Chineee waters, and during 
the war between China and Japan acted 
a transport for the latter country. Her 
first trip on Pacific waters was from 
England to Siberia, and on that voyage 
she carried out to the river after which 
she was named a large number of river 
boats in sections that were to be com- 
pleted end used on the Amur. She car- 
ries a crew of about 25 men, thoae at 
present being partially made up of 
blacks from tbe Fur East. The ship is 
in command of Capt. Chaa. Mears,

Three Klondike steamers, the Danube 
Thistle and Tees, arrived yesterday from 
Skagway, the last having as passengers 
J. E. Scoville, of Syracuse, N,Y., with 
six companiona direct from Dawson, and 
the latest Klondikera oat. They state 
that a mine-owners' trust has been per 
fectod at Dawson, by which practically 
all the claims on Bonanza, El Dorado 
Hunker, Sulphur and Dominion creeks, 
with their allluents, will be worked un 
der one directorate and on most ap- 
proved scientific principles. The Yukon 
and California Telephone Syndicate is 
the title of the combine, of which Dr. 1 

Benoit LeBlanc is president; "Big 
iMex." McDonald, general manager, and 
li. M. LeRoy Pelletier, of Harpers' 
Weekly, secretary-treasurer. The prim- 
ary object of incorporation was to obtain 
telephonic communication from various 
camps to Dawson, and telegraph service 
thence in due time to civilization, hence 
the name under which tlie combine was 
formed and will seek Dominion incor- 
poration. 

I The newcomers of yesterday relate 
many instances of sullering and even 
death from ttie cold on the trails leading 
tlirough the mountains from the Lynn 
Canal, the most pathetic of which un- 
foldaa tale of simple heroism the central 
figure in which is an unnamed woman of 
tijo Dyea tribe. She with lier babe and 
one other equaw was accompanying a 
party of five male Indians over the trail 
from Lake Lindermanu, when overtaken 
by a fierce storm at Crater Lake, in which 
the women, either purposely or inten- 
tionally, were dropped from the safety 
rope and lost by the party. The unen- 
cumbered woman staggered on in the 
direction their late companions had 
taken, promising to return with aid if 
she herself lived ; the mother with her 
ctiild waited for death in the tempest 
When her body was found the morning 
following the tale of her motlier-love was 
mutely but eloquently told. She dad as 
the cold grew more and more intense, 
practically stripped her own poor body 
to wrap the garments about her child. 
It was found warm and well by lite 
rescue party of whites the following day, 
held in lixeti arms to the lifeless but 
faithful heart of the mother, who had 
given lier life for its preservation. 

The Thistle on her wav down passed 
tiio wreck of the Clara Nevada, located 
by broken spars and wreckage, on the 
westernmost point of Eldred island in 
four fathoms of water. There it had 
been discovered by tbe steamer Rustler, 
despatched on a 200-mile aearch from 
Juneau in the hope that some survivors 
of the disaster might be found. None 
were, nor any bodies, the conclusion 
being now more tiian ever forced thai 
everyone of the twenty-eight passen- 
gers and tHi-n'y-five of a crew on board 
perished. Inspection of the hull of the 
Nevada by divers discloses that the 
theory of her destruction by the explo 
sion of her boilers was the correct one, 
the vessel being torn and twisted amid- 
ships so that her lloating life after the 
explosion must have been limited to 
seconds, while the weather was too 
rough for the boats to avail anyone. 

There is good reason to believe that 
a coueideraljle sum in treasure was re 
ceived on board at Skagway, and to 
make search for this— as well as any 
bodies that may be in the hulk— tbe 
divers will make another explorasion of 
the wreck this week. Feeling runs high 
at tbe Lynn Canal ports against tbe in- 
spectors who permitted the Nevada to 
leave the Sound, incompetency of offlcers 
being freely charged, us well aa that the 
boilers were leaking so badly wlien the 
ill-starred cruise was commenced that 
no fireman could work around them 
without being scalded. The matter is to 
be made the subject of a formal report, 
with a request that criminal proceedings 
be initiated.

A KLONDIKE TRUST. 

Syndicate Formed to Control and Work the 
Dllferent Creeks— Telephonic Communl 
cation to be Ebtabllshed. 

Not many hours after the Danube 
reached port, the C.P.N. Co.'s steamer 
Tees made her appearance from Skag- 
way, Dyea and Wrangel yesterday, 
bringing among her passengers a party 
of seven from Dawson. They all left the 
golden city at practically the same time 
— with perhaps a day or two intervening. 
Tbejf are E. M. Sullivan, of Victoria; 
J. E. Scoville, of Syracuse, N.Y. ; J. Mc- 
Leod, who has been several years in 
Alaska and the North-Weat ; E. T. Hart- 
land and H. W. Hartland, brothers 
from Chicago; C. E. Thompson, of 
Tacoina, and C. W. Blattner, of Chicago. 

Mr. Scoville left Dawson on January 9 
with a train of three dogs and reached 
the coast over the Skagway trail on 
i'"ubruary 12. He went into the country 
luHt November and is a partner of E. M. 
LoKoy Pollelier, corroapondent of the 
Harper publications, and who remains 
at Dawson to look after the mining in- 
terests of both. Porhapa the moat inter- 
estincr news that Mr. Scoville brings 
concerns the formation of a syndicate or 
trust at Dawson by which it is propcsed 
by combination of the claim owners to 
work their propertiea on the most ap- 
proved and acientiflc basis. This pool is 
known aa the Yukon and California 
Telephone Syndicate, of which Dr. P. J. 
Benoit Leblanc is president, Mr. Alex- 
ander McDonald — Big Alec McDonald — 
general manager, and E. M. LoKoy Pel- 
letipr secretary and treasurer. 

" 1 cannot give you all the details," 
Btid Mr. Scoville in conversation 
yesterday at the (iueen's hotel, 
"but the general idea is to secure the co- 
operation of the mine owners in a gigan- 
tic trust to cover Bonanza, Eldorado, 
Hunker, Sulphur, and Dominion creek. 
Wo intend also to get in a telephone 
plant to connect the various creeks with 
Dawson City. It is, in fact, to get these 
anpplies that I have come put to the 
coast. Alec. McDonald, the general 
manager, ia tbe Barney BArnato of Daw 
aon^and holda immenae intereata in the 
varioua creeka, and there are many of 
the other biggeat claim owners in with 
us. The traat ia formed juat ao that the 



mines can be worked to the beat advan 
tage, the owners of the mmea beins: the 
stockholders." 

The flrst intention in organizing the 
syndicate was, Mr. Scoville explained, 
for the purpose of getting tel- 
ephonic or telegraphic communica- 
tion with the outside world and 
he came to the coast empowered fully to 
act as he considered best in the interests 
of the syndicate. Ho saw, however, that 
for the present at least such an under- 
taking was too gigantic even for Daw- 
eon, and in the meantime tbe first steps 
to be taken will be to get in material for 
telephone lines between Dawson and the 
various rich creeks. Consequently he 
speaks as confidently as possible of a 
' hello girl " sitting at central in Daw- 
son ; calmly taking such messages aa : 
' Toll Jim Smith to send out his dog 
teams to Hunker to bring in a ton of 
gold." 

Tlio Hartland brothers and Mr. Blatt- 
ner came out together, and intend tak- 
"ng in fresh supplies. They have inter- 
ests in a number of claims, and are well 
satisfied with the country. They left 
fter Peterson and others who came on 
the City of Seattle, but have no more 
recent news. Mr. Hartland rather dis- 
credits stories of new finds, for as he 
says: " You hear of big strikes all the 
way from Dawson to the Hootalinqua, 
but I don't go much on auch stories un- 
less I see the gold itself, and I did not." 

All the new arrivals unite in saying 
that there is no danger of grub running 
very abort, but owing to the want of 
variety in beans, bacon and flower diet, 
there is an unpleasant prevalence of 
scurvy in Dawson at present. The 
Mounted Police come in for a great deal 
of praise from the Dawsonians, who 
unite in saying that Col. Walsh's order 
that everyone going in must be jiro- 
vided with at least 1,000 lbs of provi- 
sions, should be kept in force as a com- 
mon sense way of obviating disaster to 
foolish persons who do not realize the 
position of affairs. The party did not 
come across any accidents, with the ex- 
ception of a few people with frozen ears 
or feet. Tbe worst was a lad of 18 at 
the Five Fingers. His feet had been so 
badly frozen that they had to be am- 
putated, and the surgical operation was 
so clumsily performed that the bones 
protruded through tbe flesh and a eeeond 
amputation will be necessary. 

E. M, Sullivan, well known to Vic- 
torians, is at the Oriental and was kept 
biisy yesterday aft;ernoon shaking hands 
with his friends. He has been trading 
most of the summer, and brought back 
from Dawson a gripsack with a heavy 
weight of gold dust in it. J. McLeod, 
who is at tbe Dominion, ia an old-timer 
in the Yukon, aa old-timers go, and has 
mined in Alaska aa well as in the Can- 
adian Yukon for a number of years. 



VAN ANDA ALL RIGHT. 

Thirty Tons Sent to Swansea Has Given 
Excellent Results— The Develop- 
ment Work. 

The experimental shipment from the 
Van Anda mine by the steamer Tekoa, 
in October last, of thirty tons of copper 
ore to Messrs. Vivian tt Sons, .Swansea, 
has given very satisfactory results. The 
gross returns of this shipment gave £241 
15s. lOd., averaging about flO per ton, 
the copper going 17,'j per cent. 

The new working shaft ia now com- 
pleted and timbered all tbe way down. 
The owners are steadily developing this 
valuable nroperty, sinking the abaft 200 
feet, and it is in contemplation to make 
continued sliipmenta to Swansea when 
reasonable freight oflera.

triict iiiforination from the govermnent 
on any salient pointa of public policy. 
The Premier and the Attorney-General 
smiled at this — ho had noticed that they 
always aniiled when they could make no 
reply. He supposed that when the 
members of the opnosition bad con- 
cluded their arraiguiuent, the remain- 
ing members of the cabinet would close 
the debate and blandly observe "what 
can you ask more?" (Hear, hear.) 

Taking up the speech itself, the junior 
member for Vancouver took exception 
to the array of fleures presented by the 
mover of the reply, proceeding then to a 
financial analysis In an effort to demon- 
Blrate that although the revenue of the 
province had expanded ,'ind waa expand- 
ing, the peoplo of British Columbia at 
tilt! present time nro less able to pay the 
taxes than they were a few yours ago 
Tax paying ability he held had not kept 
pace with the increase of population, 
although in a jirosjieroua country the 
increase of v.'e.iltli ahoulil snrpana the 
growth of population. Another iiidica 
tion of provincial retrogression rather 
than progress, was foiuul.in bis opinion, 
in the iniciuitoaa mortgage tax, and in 
the fact tbatof tho increased revenue no 
leas than .^:J0 1,0011 last year came from 
ICootenay in the form of fees 
from free minora' licenses and 
as general mining receipts. As 
to general taxation, the rate at present 
waa more than the public could bear. 
Having, as he expressed it " ^flectnally 
demonstrated the fallacy of the llKures 
brought forward by the senior member 
lor Cowichan-Alberni " — Mr. Cotton 
proceeded to a consideration of provin- 
cial expenditures as shown by tiie pro- 
vincial accounts, objecting on jirinciple 
to the items appearing under the head 
of "miscellaneous," to the increased 
per centage of coat to the province unUer 
the civil service list, to the unfair im- 
portance placed upon the stated increase 
in tho cost of education, the expeuBes of 
which he maintained had in reality 
fallen off, and to what he termed the re- 
duced expenditure on necessary public 
works, declaring that the increased ex- 
penditure under the jiresent administra- 
tion had been for the operation of the 
covernment rather than tho develop- 
ment of the province. He objected to 
the cost of proviaclal loans nnU charged 
that the government had completely 
failed in its loan conversion policy and 
had now been forced to an abandon- 
ment of that plank in the policy. 
The governinent'a railway policy be 
also held to liave been unsatisfactory 
in results, the Shuawap and Okanairan 
railway project l.>eing ijuoted as a tirat 
osainple of failure. The government, it 
was held, had assisted this road to an 
extent greater than tho cost of construc- 
tion warranted ; and had afterwards 
actually asaisted to secure construction 
of the iCaalo & Slocan road, although 
that line waa designed to be an active 
competitor for the businesa of another 
atate-aided road — the Xakusp t'i: Slocan. 
Had it not been for tho loas of traflic by 
the latter road through the Kaslo i<c Slo- 
can, it would not havo become a burden 
upon, bnt rather, a benefit to the people. 
In connection with the promised road 
into tho P,oiindary Creek country, when 
the Chief Comiriiasioner took liia trip 
into that country last fall in company

Hon. Mr. Martin — I deny that. Wlien 
the third member for Vancouver states 
that f made any tour in the company of 
Mr. K. M. Johnson he is making a state- 
ment that is untrue.

Mr. Cotton rei)lied that he felt com- 
pelled to credit the Grand Forks paper 
from which he quoted, and which re- 
ported Mr, Johnson as speaking in en- 
thusiastic praise of the government, and 
more parlicuhirlv tho administration of 
ttie Lands and Works department. 

Hon. .Mr. Martin three times denied 
his alleged aeaociation with Mr. E. M.

Mr. Cjtton gave the assurance that he 
had no intention of imputing anything 
olfdnsivo. Mr. Johnson waaagentieuiau 
of great diversity of talent, from whom 
tho Cbief Commissioner might obtain 
advantage rather than injury. Ho took 
the position that he had a perfect right 
to contradict the statement made by the 
Chief Commissioner at this Boundary 
Creek meeting to which he alluded — 
notal)ly that the government had made 
an arrau'^ement with Mr. Ileinz'i for the 
iiiinieduite building of a road intii the 
IJonndary Creek country that was de- 
featod solely tfirough tho antagonism of 
the opposition. That waa a fact 
ho (Mr. Cotton) denied. .Mr. 
Ilein/e had applied to tho Dominion 
government for aid, without which he 
declared to the linilway committee that 
construction of the lino would be iin- 
poBJiblo, but had not secured it. Neither 
had the Victoria, Vani;ouvor it l';.iBtern 
been able to secure federal aaaistance for 
their rival iiroject for opening up tho 
Boundary Creek country — aimply be- 
cause of the imbecility of the local gov- 
ernment in not reconuiling the conflict- 
ing interests of the rival roads before 
they came to the Dominion with their 
applications. Aa to railway policy 
generally, lie held that the extravagant 
aid given ia tho paat to foster raihvay 
huildinir in HritiKh Golumliia had had 
the cireot of (liaconniging rather than 
arfai .'iting Ic^iti niau) radway building, for 
.ioro promoters waited to receive state 
aid where on the other side of tho bound- 
ary they were ready to conutrucL Llioir 
lilies purely as buaincBa investments, 
.ia soon, ho declared, as tho railway

'The 
Beriuon in stone preached by tho now 
buildings was one, he maintained, that 
would force itself upon every thoughtful 
man and was pregnant in significance 
that British Columbia was fulfilling and 
would fulfil its true part in the dealinies 
of tho Empire. Passing to tho opposi- 
tion's criticism on the speech from the 
thronr, he remarki il that the leader of 
the opp isition had seen lit to attack the 
ndmiuiatration of bio department as 
miniater of minea. Ho had led 
the house to infer that considerable 
loss of life had occurred in the Kooton- 
aya, and that the safety of minera there 
was in danger becauae the government 
bad failed to apjioint what ho waa 
pleased to call " a metalliferoua superin- 
tendent of mines." What kind of a 
foaail this was he could not say, bnt at 
any rate the government had nothing to 
do with it.

THE CITY COUNCIL, 

Resolutions Passed to Pave Part of Broad 
and Fort Streets— One Civic Posi- 
tion Done Away With— 
Street Signs, 

The city council put through a Rood 
deal of buBineea last night with very lit- 
tle talis, two of the principal Bubjects 
dealt with being the decieion to puruoaee 
a lot of street signs and to pave a portion 
of the streets on the local improvement 
plan. 

Mayor Gordon of Kamloopa tras pres- 
ent and watched the proceedings from a 

chair beside Mayor Redfern. 

Tho citv engineer sent in an estimate 
for a retaining wall for tho cemetery to 
prevent encroachments ot the sea, would 
coat ifS.iiSO for tho whole, or .Hi-'-O per 
foot. He sui»t;eBted that under tlie cir- 
cumstances .$1,000 be laid aside tor fix- 
ing the portions most urgently reijuired. 

It was decided to leave the matter over 
till the estimates were contiJered. 

The building inspector reported that 
the cost of turning the old electric light 
station into corporation stables would be 
$050. This was also left over for the es- 
timates, tho Mayor statiuR that he be- 
lieved they could be presented to the 
council next Monday- Digbt. When tbe 
estimates are considered tbe question of 
purchasinga newidynamo for the elec- 
tric station will be brought np on the 
suggestion of the electric light commit- 
tee. 

The Sylvester Feed Co. secured the 
contract for forage for the city horses. 

Tho streets committee recommended 
that a nurnl.ier of enamelled iron street 
signs be puri^based, and this was so 
favorably received that the number was 
raised from 100 to 250 and carried with- 
out any dissent. 

The motion of Aid. Phillips to com- 
bine the duties of sanitary, plumbing 
and sewer inspector in one oflicer, was 
carried after a short diectission. 

In this connection the Mayor sug- 
gested delay, as ho intended recom- 
mending a by-law that all properties 
connected with the sewers pay o rent to 
bo ueed for extending the sewer systesi, 
the council having that power. 

However tho majority of tho aldermen 
saw no reason for delay and the resolu- 
tion carried. 

The resolutionE of Aid. Williams look- 
ing to the inspection of boilers aud 
wharves were left over until it was found 
out under whoso jurisdiction this duty 
came. 

The J^Iayor riilcil out another resolu- 
tioi: by Aid. Wllliiujis asking the Ecliool 
trustees to have the buildings under 
Ihfcir care inHpectui, the Mayor holding 
that the city aboiild not shift their re- 
sponsibility on to tho traslees' shoulders. 

Next came two resolutions by 
.\ld. Humphrey, one to pave Fort 
street, under tho local improve- 
ment system, with wooden blozks, 
from Government to Douglas street, and 
the other to pave Broad street in a sim- 
ilar manner from Fort to Yatep. On 
.\ld. Williams suggestion, however, it 
•ivus decided that the Broad street work 
be dune liy day work. 

Aid. Macgrcgor introduced his by-law 
to regulate the sale of broad and the 
council adjourned ,

WEST COAST STOEMS. 

The "Wlllapa" Delayed by High Winds 
Which Also Damage the " Otto." 

High winds havinc made travel by 
night extremely hazardoiia along the 
Coast tlm steamer Wlllapa in returning 
Irom Cape Scott and intermediate 
points last evening was longer abseot 
than expected. She was orowded with 
paesengerB, there beiag on board some 
for every station she called at, and 
aboat fifty in all. Among the number 
were Charles Spring, wife and family, 
James Seeley and wife, Messrs. Win- 
gate Nichol, Alymer, Fox, Clark, Bur- 
nett, about a dozen San Juan settlers, 
and a similar number of Cape Scott 
residents. Messrs. Wingateand Nichol, 
of Seattle, have been inspectinK the 
Crow group of mines at Clayoquot 
with 11 view, it ia understood, 
of purchnsinK, and, it ia said, 
their inspection was quite favorable 
to the contemplated deal. Mr. Alymer 
is another mining expert who has been 
looking at some mineral property at 
Clayoquot. The Fox brothers and Mr. 
Clark have been prospecting and Mr. 
ISarnett has been doing some survey 
work at clayoquot. Everywhere along 
the Coast prosperity in mining oper- 
ations is evidenced. The weather has 
been exceedingly stormy and for this 
reason the Willapa met more sealiug 
Bchoonera than she otherwise would 
have. In one blow she broke lier anclior 
chain while at mooring at (iuatsino. At 
Euculet the schooner Otto was at anchor 
bearing the marks of another storm. 
She liad put in a few days biiforo with 
broken bowsprit gear and lior inaininaat 
sprung. Slio wr.a forced into eholter 
by ft gale, having taken while at sea 
forty-one skins. Tho eclioonera Aida, 
C. D. Ivand and Saucy l.ass were at 
anchor at Clayoquot. Tliey had got 
their Indian crews and wfire waiting to 
sail when the weather cleared. At 
Abatlitz the Ocean Rnver was weather 
bound. The Favorite, Zillab May, ^'on- 
ture and Ocean Belle were found at Ky- 
oquot, the foremost two with crows and 
ready for sea, and the latter as yet with- 
out Indians. No other seal catches 
wore reported by any. of the Bohooners, 
and only the one asboonerbad met with 
any accident.

AuOltlScbemo Which the Klondike 
llnsh May in I'art 
fieyive. 



(From the Seattle I'resy-Times.) 
In June, 1895, during the Cariboo gold 
mining excitement, the press dispatches 
from Ottawa contained the information 
that the Canadian Pacific Railway Com 
pany contemplated reoccupying the old 
telegraph line running up into the min- 
ing camps of the Cariboo country, Brit- 
ish Columbia, which was constructed 
thlrty-fiye years ago, but which has long 
since been abandoned. Now that gold 
has been found on the Klondike, talk of 
re-operating this old line and extending 
it to the new gold fields has been re- 
newed. The proposition recalls a uiafs 
of facta connected with the early history 
of this Northwest country that reads 
like a romance to tha present genera- 
tion. Thirty-five years ago the people 
of the world were talking about this 
abandoned telegraph line just as fer- 
vently as they have been talking about 
the Klondike gold discoveries. So im- 
portant a part did this old lino play in 
tho history of the time, that reference to 
the enterprise is to bo found in encyclo- 
pedias and in books of general refer- 
ence. Its construction was an essential 
part of a scheme to encircle the earth 
by wire, leading from New York to 
St. Petersburg via Seattle and Behring 
Sea, but the project was abandoned in 
the spring of 1860, when the trans-At- 
lantic cable proved a success. The cable 
connected the Old and New Worlds by 
wire but three thousand miles in length, 
while the overland project via Seattle 
and Behring sea contemplated the build- 
ing of 21,000 miles of telegraph lines. 

It will be recalled by those acquainted 
with the history of the enterprise on this 
Coast that the telegraph line was ex- 
ended for over 900 miles northwest of 
New Westminster into thebeartof a pre- 
viously unexplored country. The pre- 
liminary surveys, the exploration parties 
and the actual construction of this line 
alone coat $11,000,000, all of which was 
totally lost when the operation of the 
Atlantic cable commenced. Daring all 
these intervening years, bowever, the 
poles and wires for these 900 miles have 
stood, and ezsminations made three 
years ago resulted in the discovery that 
much of the wire is still stretched and 
can be put in working order without a 
very great outlay of capital. The great 
cost of thia work was increased by the 
ample provision for the future which the 
company made in the shape of supplies 
sent into the country — hundreds of thou- 
sands of tons of wire, all kinds of con- 
atructlon implements, wagons, etc. 

Whilethis ia of great local interest be- 
cause of its proximity to the Sound and 
Seattle, the company made juat aa ex- 
tensive preparations on Behring Sea, in 
Northern Alaska and in Siberia. It waa 
the scheme to span BeHring Straits by 
means of a cable, the distance being 
short, and found practicable. The over- 
land telegraph line was to extend to 
Gape Prince of Wales on this side of the 
eea and crossing the Btraits, connect the 
Siberian shore at Plover Bay. From 
Plover Bay inland there is now about 
350 'miles of poles erected with wires 
stretched, reaching across the snowy 
land visited only by an occasional polar 
l)ear, a few reindeer, and perliaps cross- 
ed at intervals by bands of travelling 
Eskimo, who have alwaya looked with 
awe upon the myaterious monuments of 
human ingenuity. From Port Claroncp, 
Bouth of Cape Prince of Wales, and ex- 
tending about 200 miles southward, ia 
another 300 miles of poles and wire, 
utterly ueeless for commercial purposes. 
The line was so well constructed, how- 
ever, that it is believed to be in good 
condition, even now. 

The history of the building of these 
lines and ths commencement of a work 
that would encircle the world by wire 
will always be read with interest. In 
1858 the attempt waa made to lay the 
first trans-Atlantic cable, but it waa 
found to be a failure, and electrical en- 
gineers announced that it was imijos- 
sible to transmit a message so great a 
distance as 3,000 miles under water. 
For ten years the matter waa unsettled, 
and the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany's Ruesian extension was originated, 
being a separate company, but having 
the same stockholders aa the parent 
company. Millions of dollars were a pent 
in settiag men at work and securing sat- 
isfactory routes and in Bending out ex- 
ploration parties, and finally the great 
work was commenced on a gigantic 
scale. Early in the spring of 1800 word 
was flashed over the world that the sec- 
ond Atlantic cable was a complete suc- 
cesa, and at the same time the liussian 
extension was abandoned. Aa an illus- 
tration of tlio great losa suirered, it ia 
sullicient to mention that on thia exten- 
sion of this old-time telegrapli iine ttie 
cost of transportation of materiala and 
supplies of all kinds equalled Jl a pound. 
Tho materials were abandoned, and tho 
Buppliea were sold to the Hudson Bay 
trappers for 1 cent per pound. 

It ia of interest now to note that the 
prices paid for ordinaryarticlea of neces- 
sity at that time were about the same 
demanded at the present moment from 
the miners at Dawson Oity. It is also 
interesting to note that the proposed 
lino would have pasaed very near the 
present townsite of Dawson. If the line 
had been extended as far aa the Klon- 
dike, then an unknown stream, and hav- 
ing no place on the map, it is very likely 
that in ainkiiig holes for the telegraph 
poloa, the rich deposits of placer gold 
would tlien have been discovered, in 
which event tho previous generation 
would have experienced tlie gold excite- 
ment now prevalent. 

Seattle and tho I-'uget Sound region 
were closely identified with the great 
proposition during the puriud of con- 
struction on this division, and there are 
still in thia city men who wore then in 
the employ of the companies interested. 
J.M. Lyon, ex-postmaater of Seattle, 
was then an operator in the employ of 
the Oalifornia State Telegraph Company, 
afterward abaorbed- by the Western 
Union, and be was sent by the company 
to New Westminater, where he was man. 
ager of the local olflce. Another well 
known Seattle man who was then in 
tho work ia Georgo W. Harris, late 
auditor of the Seattle, L»ko Shore <k 



Eastern railroad. In 1864-5 be was quar- 
termaster on the schooner George W. 
Wright, which carried supplies from 
Ban Francisco and m ateriala to the work" 
men on the frontier of thia coast, Alaska 
and Siberia. Of course there was no 
American Alaska then ; it was Ruesian 
territory. There were several ships aud 
tchoonera in the fleet of the company 
and all were engaged in the same buei- 
neas. The employees all wore uniform 
and deported ttiemeblvea in regular 
military style. Tho ahip Nightingale 
waa the flagahip of the squadron. 

I recently had a talk with J. M. Lyon, 
Seattle's ex-postmaster, and in recalling 
the incidents of those days, ho said : 

" I waa with the California State Te.le- 
graph Company in those days. You 
see, this company was tno rival of the 
Western Union, and operated and con- 
trolled all the lines west of Omaha. 
Wei), they neard about the trans-Kus- 
aian line, and to capture some of the 
trade, ran a line up from Yreka, 
Cal,, to Portland, and thence to 
New Weatminster, touching Seattle. 
Then the other company abandoned 
their scheme to build from Portland and 
built from New Westminater northward 
toward Behring sea. They were actually 
building the line for two years, although 
they were several years previous to that 
time locating a route and exploring the 
■iiountaina. In later years, tho bonds of 
the State Company were placed on the 
New York market, aud were quickly 
boucht up by the Western Union, and 
in that way absorbed. But those were 
exciting days. In my odice in New 
Westminster I have talked with the 
operator at Fort Steaiier, 600 milea 
northwest of Cariboo. You see the line 
waa pot in working order as it waa puth- 
ed along, so that comimmicaiion was 
kept up continually with tho managers. 
A young fellow, the operator, with one 
or two others, wintered at Fort Steager, 
and on clear days we would talk over the 
wire, and I would report what be had to 
Bay to the officers. He had a trying 
time of it. Before he waa left there a 
stockade waa built about the station to 
keep away the Indians, and the place 
waa stocked with a few rifles and am- 
munition, and there were portholes to 
tire from. All winter long ho was be- 
aieged by Indians, who demanded that 
he give up the provisiona that he had in 
stock, and threatened to burn the place 
and kill them all. The men did not dare 
leave the place all winter, and the oper- 
ator would toll me about it over the wire. 
Of courae they were 600 miles away and 
we could do nothing, but they were 
mighty badly frightened occasionally, 
and the perilous position they were 
placed in atl'ected us all. 1 would alwaya 
be glad to hear from him, because I 
would not know from one day to the 
other whether he would survive, and the 
unpleasant pictures of blood and scalps 
were continually before na." Georgo W. 
Harris said, in relating some of his ex- 
periences : 

" 1 was something of a youngster in 
those days, but I have a vivid recollec- 
tion of the days spent on board ship and 
my viaits to Behring Sea and to Plover 
Bay and Port Clarence. While most 
everything came from San Francisco, we 
got our polea from Puget Sound. You 
see, in Siberia, from Plover Bay towards 
St. Teteraburg, there ia no standing 
timber; not for some distance, at least, 
and moat all the polea for this extension, 
eo far as built, came from Seabeck, from 
-Idams, Blinim i.t Co'a mill. Mr. Adama 
ia now interested in the Waahiugton 
Milling Company's mill at Port Uad- 
lock. There were thousands of men 
working for the company, but I did not 
know about the work,escept that among 
the ships. There were in the fleet that 
I now recall the schooner George S. 
Wright, the bark H. L. Rudgers, ship 
Nightingale, schooner Milton G, Bad- 
ger, bark Clara Bell and the bark 
Onward. Tlie latter was alterward loat. 

" The Onward made a trip to Siberia 
with Eupplies, with several others of the 
deet, and she went up near where the 
.-\moor river empties into the sea in 
.•Vmoor Bay. She did not come out in 
time, and in trying to get out of the liar- 
bor was caught iu the ice and imprisoned 
during the winter. When the ice began 
breaking up in tho spring she was 
wrecked, but there were no lives lost." 

The completion of the Atlantic cable 
and the success of the venture waa a 
great ehock alike to the Russian exten- 
sion company and to the employees. 
When Mr. Harris was asked bow he felt 
when tho news was received to stop 
work and abandon the venture, he 
aoawered : 

"How did I feel? I felt that T had 
loot my job ! That waa all that worried 
me about that time. I had a soft snap 
— nothing to do but to draw my pay 
when payday camS around." 

It was thia great venture that aflbrded 
Ge )rgo Kennaii, tho noted lecturer aud 
niagn/.ine writer, iuforination and ma- 
teriala which have since made him 
wealthy and famous, and given him a 
place in the literature of America. He 
was with the party that worked from St. 
Petersburg across Siberia to Behring 
sea, locating a route for a railroad, as 
well as a route for the telegraph iine. 

In June, 1895, it was alleged to be the 
avowed intention of the Canadian Pa- 
cilic K.iihvay Company to acquire tho 
old line. An Ottawa dispatch at that 
time read: "It ia intended, ao it ia 
claimed, to repair the lino and extend it 
to I'^orty Mile Creek on tlio Yukon, with 
branch lines to Sitka and Juneau. The 
prospective great development of the 
Cariboo goUi mines will render tho firat 
part of tlio line a good Ijiisineaa proposi- 
tion, an;l ilg ultimate extension into the 
heart of Alaska ia (|uite probable. In- 
deed, it is within the bounds of possi- 
bility that not so many years will elapse 
before the orginal idea of the projectors 
of the line is carried out. 13ehring sea 
is crossed, and a connection is made with 
the trans-Siberian line which will follow 
the great Siberian railway."

AMERICAN OBSTRUCTION. 

To THK Editor:— As by treaty the 
navigation of the Stikine, the Yukon, 

and tho Porcupine rivers ia for all time 
open to British aubjects, that ia to say, 
tlie latter in order to reach their own 
waters and territory niay pass through 
foreign intervening waters without let 
or hinderanco ao long aa they do not 
touch or land on foreign aoil, and aa the 
United States government, with the 
direct object of blocking tho nil-Can- 
adian route to tho Yukon via Stikine 
river and Tealin lake, and to the evident 
advantage of the so-called " American " 
routes via Dyea and Skagway, have in- 
troduced legislation dictating upon what 
terms British vesBslB may enter olid navi- 
gate the Btikine river (the penalty for 
infraction being the seizure and for- 
feiture of the vessel), is it not of vital 
importance that the federal aatborities 
be at once memorialized in strong terms 
and requested to communicate with the 
Home government asking that as soon 
aa navigation opens on tlie Stikine river 
a man-of-war be ordered north to pro- 
tect British intereata and see that the 
terms of the treaty are upheld. Measures 
of this kind would bring thia matter to 
a head, and tho Americana themselves 
would be to blame for introducing a 
" casus belli." It is the only way to 
deal with them in this matter; it is of 
no use temporizing any longer ; tho time 
for believing what they aay and promiao 
ia long gone by, and we have recent ex- 
amples of their ofidciials at a distance 
from headqaartera running things 
pretty well as it suited them. 

In this connection it may be interest- 
ing to British Columbians to learn that 
on the 10th Inst, in the Senate atOttawa 
Senator Scott, a member of the 
present cabinet, made the statement 
that there was not an ocean harbor 
south of Prince of Wales Island, the 
southern point of the United States 
boundary, on the coast. What about 
Port Simpson harborand others? Where 
were the hon. Senators from Victoria, 
B.C.? One waa probably present aa he 
had just Uniaheil speaking, but the 
other was not yet. Why did tho former 
not correct hia honorable friend's 
egregious error on this most important 

Soint in the gecgraphy of the British 
olumbia portion of the Pacific coast? 
There is no valid reason why Port 
Simpson should not be made the trans- 
shipping point for the Stikine until a 
throogb all-Canadian railroad is built 
from Alice Arm to Teslin Lake ; ignor- 
ance on the part of our rnlers does con- 
siderable harm and serves as a further 
incentive to Americans to place stum- 
bling blocks in our way and to further 
thoir own iiiteresta. B.C.
